The stated amount does not take into consideration the need of maintaining 
a central fils and addresses for the fBS8TJTf-<A, We believe that one person 
at least will be busy keeping a central file mod subdividing it for various 
countries from which IDENTITT-A is ultimately distributed. Maintenance of 
such a file is essential to make this undertaking a planned and not a temporary 
feature.
